A look at Malibu Comics' upcoming Mortal Kombat one-shots. 


Hello followers of the outlandish 
antics of MK. In our never-ending 
quest to bring you the finest in fist- 
slammin' fun, we have decided to 
give you one-shots. Yes, that's right. 
Baraka, Kung Lao, and Kitana & 
Mileena will all grace the pages of 
their own issues. Recently we asked 
our good friend and MK writer 
Charles Marshall what the stories 
have in store for us. 

Baraka: If there were a kontest for 
Mortal Kombat's nastiest player, the 
mutant known as Baraka would have 
to be considered a front-runner. So 
what's he doing baby-sitting a small 
mutant child and protecting her from 
the perils of Outworld? Everyone 
wants the young infant, including the 
dead nin|a Scorpion. It seems that 
Baraka has bitten off more than even 
his metallic teeth can chew, but help 
comes in the unlikely form of one of 
MK' s most secret characters. “I could 
tell you who the guest star Is," says 
Baraka writer Charles Marshall, "but 
then I'd have to kill you." 

Kung Lao: One month later, we 
go from MK' s most gruesome 
kombatants to one of the most 
honorable ones. The nobility of the 
Order of Light’s Kung Lao is pitted 
against the depravity of the evil 
sorcerer Shang Tsung. What makes 
this story so compelling, according to 
Marshall, is the fact that Shang Tsung 
consumed the soul of our hero's 
ancestor, the original Kung Lao. 
Combine that with the fact that Tsung 
has regained his youth and magnified 
his powers and you’ve got quite a 
konflict waiting in the wings. 

Kitana S Mileena: The backdrop of 
the world of Mortal Kombat has a 
host of intriguing stories, but none 
more interesting than the saga of 
Kitana and Mileena. Who are these 
mysterious women, and what is their 
relationship to the dark emperor Shao 
Kahn? With the dreaded Reptile and 
Kano guest-starring, there will be 
konfrontations aplenty, promises 
Marshall, but the main point of this 
story will be detailing the history of 
Outworld and Kitana and Mileena's 
places in it.
